The Courage of a Freeman. 


Bav. Father Oorngan, of Hoboken, N. 


J., in an open letter published in the 
Ireeman's Journal 
shows an inde- 


pendence and patriotism which com- 
mends him to every truly American 
citizen. At the time the late German 
Catholic congress was in session 
at 


Newark, N. J., it declared its opposition 
to the American free schools. 
Father 


Oorrigan wrote some letters taking strong 
ground against the action of that body, 
and criticising its resolutions severely. 
This was regarded as a cause for dis- 
cipline and Bishop Wigger bus summoned 
him to trial. 


Upon receiving such notice the Rev. 


Father makes a statement in the form of 
an open letter to the journal, before 
named, in which he says: 


"I am opposed to two things: First, 


the attempt to Germanize America by 
means of the church; and, second, the 
denunciation of public schools as "abom- 
inations." My criticism was substantially 
that which appeared in the editorials of 
the great ddilies, one of which concluded 
a leading article in those words: 
'What 


we are justified in saying is that they who 
looi part in these proceedings are bed 
citizens and dangerous, in proportion, as 
they are powerful.' 
"I criticised the congress as a body. 


The congress insulted American intelli- 
gence by denouncing public schools— 
the most cherished institution ot the 
land—as 'abominations.' It insulted the 
American church by denouncing some 
of oar m ,-st distinguished prelates. I 
did not speak of Bishop Wigger in his 
capacity as Bishop ot the diooese, but 
simply as a member of that German con- 
gress over which he presides every year 
outside of his own diooese, to the great 
mortification of his own English-speak- 
ing flock. My opposition to Oahensley- 
iam meets the approbation ot Americans 
generally—judging from the unanimity 
ot the press, daily and weekly, without 
distinction as to politics or religion." 


Every person who believes in, and has 


independence enough to support our 
American institutions, will agree with 
Father Corrigan. Tha most pernicious 
proposition coming from any religions 
source is that which is known as Cahens- 
leyism. which is no less a proposition 
than that the Catholics in America who 
do not speak the English language should 
have priests who speak their language 
so as to prevent them from becoming 
familiar with the English language. I he 
reasons Gahensley urged are that when 
these people once laiirn the English lan- 
guage the church loses control of them. 
This means war on the public school. 
He urges the constitutionality of such & 
caurse on the ground that the constitu- 
tion rdcojjnizss 
every nationality in 


America. 


In this he mistakes the spirit of the 


constitution. While it recognizes the 
equal rights of eveiy individual, regard- 
less of his antecedents, H does not recog- 
nize the right of the people o£ buy 
nation within the borders ot the country 
to maintain a national identity through 
religions or other influences. Cuhens- 
ley's construction of the constitution 
means the subordination of the principles 
ot the government to the building up 
within its borders of a nationality uncier 
the control of religious te-itcliura llmt 
would vote according to its natior al and 
religious prejudices or the dictates of iu 
prelates, instead ot tlie broad intereHts of 
the whole goverLinent. This, if curiiel 
to its legitimate conclusion, would m?nu 
the. ultimate destruction of our demo 
cratio form of government.

Curo for Cancer. 


Two new remedies have recently been 


recommended for cancer, and should 
either one prove entirely successful the 
painful operation of removal would be 
no longer necessary. The first remedy 
is electricity, which is in reality no now 
idea. 
Thero is an army of statistics 


showing that it has been used by physi- 
cians for many years in cancer, but the 
new application of electricity will prob- 
ably produce different results. The in- 
jections o£ alcohol in cases of cancer is 
a remedy, however, that is only of re- 
cent use. The needle of the syringe is 
pushed about an inch in the cancerous 
tissues, which causes some pain unless 
cocaine can be administered first. 


Tue alcohol is then injected and the 


operation repeated daily iintil the 
growth of the cancer seems to be chocked. 
In a similar way electricity is applied 
daily until beneficial results aro ob- 
tained. Good results in checking the 
growth of cancer aro obtained Toy both 
of these remedies, but it is uncertain 
yet how long the benefit may last,—Yan- 
kee Blade.

A manageable Parachute. 


Lieutenant Mansfield, of the Bojtf 


Naval reserve, made his ascent from the 
Victoria gardens recently, sitting upon 
a trapeze immediately beneath the bal- 
loon, to which was also attached a para- 
chute of a new f ashion. The whole rose 
to a height which rendered even the big 
balloon itself 
scarcely visible in the 


cloudless sky. It was now, as appears 
from tliis brave seaman's narrative, at ctn 
altitude of 11,400 feet, or more than frwp 
miles, commanding a vast horizon; but 
the voyager's hands were so numbed 
that ho was becoming unable to feel tho 
cords. 
"Then, says Lieutenant Mansfield, 
"finding my apparatus all clear, I took 
the balloon ring in niy right hand, drew 
myself clear of tho trapeze and dropped 
down into space." After descending 
with terrible velocity for some distancB 
the parachute began to open. At 10,200 
feet he was falling at a great speed, bnt 
was fully able to control the apparatus. 
At 10,000 feet ho was sailing down calm- 
ly into space. Then ho drifted to and 
fro in various counter currents, and at 
1,000 feet exactly felt the heat from a 
long, red, iron chimney.

Views of the Gentleman Who IB 


to Lecture in Decntur. 


In Inst evening's edition reference waa 


m-kde to the eeries of lectures soon to be 
delivered in Deoatur by Prof. Edward 
W. Bemis, of the Chicago University, on 
Political Economy. He gave a lecture 
in Chicago Thursday night on ''Strikes 
Bad Lookouts; or Contests Between 
Labor and Capital." He said in sub- 
stance: 


Consumers may possibly consent to 


pa; higher prices when forced to do so 
by strikes, but if it is for luxuries de- 
mand will perceptibly decrease. The 
temporarily successful strike must lead 
to increased production through greater 
energy or skill of employes, ae has been 
frequently 
demonstrated. 
Employers 


can then afford to pay higher waxes, for 
his wares bring higher prices. 


Merchants like to sell goods as high &s 


possible, and consumers desire to buy ut 
the lowest prices, yet these differences of 
opinion are always settled amicably. 
Just co the differences between capital 
and labor, or employers and employes, 
will eventually be settled. This is the 
work now done by boards of conciliation 
or arbitration. In case of railroads, tel- 
egrapti lines and at eet-cnr companies, 
arbitration should be compulsory and 
strikes forbidden by law for the interest 
of the general public. 


From 1881 to 1886 there were 22,344 


strikes in tl is country, involving 1,323,- 
203 employes. 
Of the men involved 


39.19 per cent won and 13.47 per cent 
were partly successful, or 52.66 per cent 
in all. Ot the stnkfs 46.52 per cent 
were successful and 13.47 per cent partly 
so. while 39 95 per cent failed. Of the 
2,214 lockouts, involving 160,823 em- 
ployes, 2547 per cent were successful, 
8.68 per cent partly, and 60.48 per cent 
failed.
